SVank Meyers, 44 years old, S28 East 
Seventeenth street. Covington, Ky., a 
locomotive enBineer, formerly hostler 
at the Maysville C. & 0. yards and well 
known here, was killed and Warren 
I'rice, 40 years old, 1416 Wheeler 
street, Covington, engineer, waa Injur- 
ed early yesterday morning, when a 
wooden treatle at the Cincinnati ap- 
proach to the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad bridge, Third and Smith 
streets, Cincinnati, collajised, causing 
a heavy freight cnKine, coal tender and 
two freight cars to drop through the 
structure. 

The locomotive and coal tender fell 
to a point aeveral feet above the rail- 
road yard b«i. where the timbers 
looked and held it.

We have hem prevenli'd from doing wiial m;iii> ihnngiil siiould 
be done t^ aid oui' nierehanl marine V\ trr.ilies nileri-d many 
years ago. This is a splendid time to unsiiaekle uniselvrs mikI put 
ourselves in a position to make sueii treaties, to enliM- into Mieh com 
mercial relations, and to enact such laws «s we think will promote 
our welfare in the world's readjustment. 

"Other nations will look after their interests. We must look 
after ours. We are entering no brother-love, Sunday school picnic 
in seeking our part of the world's earr>-ing trade. Fair means and 
foul will be used to defeat us- We must tight back and fight hard to 
maintain ouTselves, and every honorable means must be used to nd 
vanee. 

"The man who does not want an .\rie liean nnTeliant marine linill 
up by this country or is afraid to do what is needed to build up will 
find many faults in the .Merchant Marine Act just passed. The inan 
who earnestly desires an American merchant marine will look for 
and find good things in the act and will construe it and apply its 
terms so as to do what it is designed to do. Every line of the act will 
be found to be framed to aid our merchant marine. We have not 
sought to bring enmfort to our foreign competitors. On tlir ecuilrary, 
we need to aid our people to withstand tin- eom|iitili(in liny must 
meet."

problem most favored by tbe Kngllsh 
upper classes till within a short time 
ago was the towlhg of Iraland Into the 
middle of the Atlantic Ocean and there 
BlBUng her.

concerned It never hesitates to advo- 
cate recourse to nirect Action 'riio 
late Lord Salisbury's plan for twenty 
years of rosoluie government works 
all right provided tbe nation to be gov- 
erned were not equally resolute never 
to submit. For three hundred years 
all the resources of the British Empire 
have lieen straliieil In the subjection of 
Ireland .And today this litile nation of 
four million souls Is In more delinni 
iiKvid than ever, dei lai im; ibal llieri' Is 
only one thing that will conieiit her- 
ihe Independence of Ireland. 

Why should it frighten us? Why Is 
England the only country that dare not 
llYe side by side with a free people? If 
Ibe IVcneli were a litlle peoi.le. I sup 
jiose wo should be arKuIn gthe same 
way, deidarinc thai wi' nnich ciiiiiiuit 
Prance and hold her down, because 
she happens to be only twenty miles
